Parent Application Status 

The present application is a continuation of co-pending U.S. application no. 08/764,745 
which is a file wrapper continuation of application no. 08/159,826 which is a continuation in part 
of the then co-pending application no. 07/834,007, filed on February 11, 1992, which has since 
issued as U.S. Patent No. 5,304,13 1 ; which is a continuation in part of the then co-pending parent

5,290,229 (hereinafter, "the '229 Patent"). 

The immediate parent application no. 08/764,745 is under final rejection and is currently 
before the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences, which appeal is being dropped in favor of 
this and two other applications. 

Applicant requests the opportunity to meet with the Examiner to illustrate models and a 
video that were sent to the Examiner in connection with the immediate parent application, to 
further explain the differences between the present claims and the prior art.

This more extensive 
discussion is included because it was already well known to those of skill in the art at the time of 
the filing of the '229 patent's application on July 15, 1991, that fluoroscopy was inherently 
known to those of skill in the art for the disclosed procedures. No new matter has been added to 
the disclosure and the claims of this continuation application are fully supported by the 
disclosures of the '229 patent and the '745 application.
